INCE the time some prehistoric man 
hurled a missile or rolled a stone 
down a cliff upon his enemy, the advan- 
tage of altitude in warfare has been ap- 
parent.

means. The balloon was used by Federal 
troops in the early stages of the Amer- 


ican Civil War, and by 1884 most military | 


powers had organized regular balloon 
units. These early airmen were primarily 


observers used to keep the commander | 


informed as to enemy movements and 
threatened flank attacks or surprises. 
Such an observer could also inform the 
General as to the progress of detached 
parties of his own force, as to the ad- 
vance of reinforcements, or of the con- 
duct of any fighting going on at a dis- 
tance. The balloon pilot was of further 
aid to artillery units in fire control. 

The powered aeroplane in World War I 
first supplemented, then supplanted, the 
captive balloon. It extended aerial recon- 
halssance deeper into enemy territory, 
allowed better observation into otherwise 
defiladed areas, and eventually, with the 
addition of the machine gun, shot down

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Sec’y Wilson Takes Strong Pay Stand; 
To Urge Equal Treatment For Servicemen 


Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson | 


has let it be known in the highest Ad- 


ministration councils that if cost-of-liv- | 
ing pay adjustments are asked for civil- | 
ian employees of the Federal Govern- 


ment, he will insist on equal treatment 
for the more than 3,000,000 men and 
women in uniform. 

Mr. Wilson has told his associates that 
he will not stand by idly and permit, if 
he can prevent it, a situation such as 
occurred last time when civilian em- 
ployees were given a 10 per cent cost-of- 
living pay hike months in advance of the 
average 5 per cent adjustment for mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces. 

If the Administration recommends a 
pay increase for its classified and postal 


employees — a decision on this matter | 


had not yet been reached as THE JOURNAL 
went to press — then Mr. Wilson will 
renew his plea for a military pay raise. 
The word “renew” is used advisedly, 
because it is known that the Defense 
Secretary last year urged a pay boost. 


He did this when he sent legislation, | 


sponsored by Representative James Van 


Zandt (R.-Pa.), linking military pay to | 


the Cost of Living Index to the Bureau 
of the Budget and in a conference at the 
White House. 


THE JOURNAL revealed in the 17 Oct. | 


1953 issue that the Budget Bureau re- 
turned the bill to the Pentagon without 
saying specifically whether it was or was 
not in accord with the Administration 
program, noting only that the bill was 


being returned to the Defense Depart- | 
ment in view of Mr. Wilson’s talk with | 





the President. 


The Chief Executive has not made any | 


clear-cut statement on a military pay 
boost since taking office. He has said 
only that “pay alone” will not insure that 
the Armed Forces will be able to attract 
and retain outstanding men and has 
called for “more generous use” of fringe 
benefits such as dependent care and 
housing. 

In view of Mr. Wilson’s newly stated 
position on the need for equitable treat- 
ment of military personnel, the possibili- 
ty of pay raise action this year remains 
alive. 

It could very well develop, if a pay 
boost is granted civilian employees, that 
Congress would O.K. similar action for 
Servicemen, provided the money could 
be found from within the previously 
asked Defense budget. 


PROMOTION DELAY 

More than 600 Air Force officers must 
wait beyond an original 15 Feb. fore- 
cast date before they know whether or 
not they have been selected for tempo- 
rary promotion to major and captain. 

Pentagon authorities said late this 
week that release of the names of about 
4300 lieutenants and approximately 2150 
captains selected for advancement will 
be delayed. Hope was expressed, how- 
ever, that the names would be made 
known before the end of the month. 

Plan is to announce all the selections 
simultaneously although actual promo- 
tions are expected to be made in incre- 
ments.

In other Air Force shifts announced 
this week, Lt. Gen. Bryant LeM. Boat- 
ner was designated to replace General 
Cook and Maj. Gen. Truman H. Landon 
was assigned as successor to General 
Boatner as Inspector General, with rank 
of lieutenant general. 

Lt. Gen. Frank F. Everest, Director of 
the Joint Staff, JCS, will replace General 
Partridge as DCS/O. 

The Air Force during the past several 
years has been restricted to seven gen- 
erals, but apparently the Senate Armed 
Services Committee has indicated that 
it will give an O.K. to two more four- 
star Air Force officers. 

The Air Force plans to have nine gen- 
erals during fiscal year 1955, according 
to testimony on Capito] Hill last week. 

The Army has reported plans for nine 
four-star officers, plus three Generals of 
the Army, with the Navy limit put at 
three Fleet Admirals and six admirals. 





Deploy SAC Stratojet Wings 

The 303d Medium Bomb Wing will de- 
ploy to England early next month and 
the 22d Bomb Wing now in England will 
return to the States. 

The deployment, led by Col. John K. 
Hester, USAF, 303d Wing Commander, 
will be carried out over a period of sev- 
era! days with airlift support for person- 
nel and cargo furnished by MATS. 

Approximately 45 of the Stratojets of 
the 303d will leave Davis-Monthan AFB 
at Tucson, Ariz., about 3 March. As the 
303d leaves the base, the 22d, which de- 
ployed to England for its 90-day train- 
ing period in early Dec., will begin a re- 
turn flight to its home field at March 
AFB, Riverside, Calif. 

The 22d, commanded by Col. J. B. 
Henry, jr., will cover a 5,000 mile route, 
utilizing air refueling by Boeing KC-97 
tankers. 

The dual move is part of SAC’s pro- 
gram of rotating its units to overseas 
bases for three month training periods. 





Negotiate Plant Lease 


The Army is negotiating a lease with 
the American Cyanamid Company for 
the rental of the ammonia producing 
section of the Government-owned Mis- 
souri Ordnance Works, Louisiana, Mo., 


which produced explosives during WW II. 
The plant has not been in use since June 
1943. 

According to Maj. Gen. Samuel D. Stur- 
gis, jr., Chief of Engineers, the ACC offer, 
which would pay the Government a min- 
imum annual rental of approximately 
$344,000, was the best proposal received. 
The offer also would give the ACC the 
right to purchase the plant for $3,325,000 
within the first three years of the con- 
tract.

First Army CG. 

General Dahlquist could, of course, be 
advanced to four-star rank and be given 
the Continental Command assignment 
and this may be done. 

The Field Forces assignment, with 
headquarters at Ft. Monroe, Va., had 
been a four-star billet until last year. 

When General Dahlquist was sent to 
this job to replace General John R. 
Hodge, USA-Ret., and was not advanced 
to four-star status, there was immediate 
speculation throughout the Army that 
the Field Forces set-up would be modi- 
fied. 

This speculation was heightened by 
release last month of the Advisory Com- 
mittee report urging inactivation of 
Army Field Forces and its replacement 
by the Continental Command. 

There has been an understandable de-

mand.

Defense Dept. May Modify Budget 
To Avert New Army Officer Force-Out 


The Defense Department is expected 
to modify the ’55 budget now before the 
House Appropriations Committee in 
order to avert the threatened force-out 
of about 5,000 Army Reserve officers. 

A final decision had not yet been made, 
but late this week it appeared likely the 
Defense Department would instruct the 
Army that it must call to active duty for 
full two-year tours all of the 16,000 ROTC 
graduates in fiscal ’55, and that extra 
money would be provided for this 
purpose. 

The Army had proposed that only 
about a third or half this number be 
called for the full tour, with the remaind- 
er of the ROTC graduates to serve 90 
days in order to complete branch train- 
ing and then go into the Reserve. 

This plan was tentatively OK’d by the 
Defense Department and funding to carry 
out such a program was provided in the 
budget. 

Now, the Defense Department is said 
to be insisting that all ROTC graduates 
serve full tours if they are found suitable 
and that extra money will be provided 
to prevent any new forced elimination 
of Reserve officers on active duty. 

(The foregoing became known as The 
Journal went to press. The following 
resume of the problem describes the 
background of the ROTC situation). 


The active duty fate of more than 30,- 
000 Army and Air Force ROTC graduates 
in the next fiscal year has created a 
Defense Department conflict. 

The dilemma is now in the hands of 
Assistant Defense Secretary John A. 
Hannah. He must come up with a decision 
in short order, for there are heavy impli- 
cations in efficiency, morale and money 
requirements. 

The problem is this: 

The Army, cutting its officer strength 
from a late 1953 total of 128,138 to 106,- 
600 by 30 June 1955—a slash of 21,538— 
wants to call to active duty for two-year 
tours in fiscal ’55 only between a third 
and a half of the 16,000 ROTC seniors who 
will graduate next February and June. 
The rest would serve 90 days active duty 
and then be transferred to a Reserve 
unit. 

The Army contends that otherwise an-

Engineer OCS Graduates 
2000th Student Since Korea 


The Engineer Officer Candidate School 


at Ft. Belvoir, Va., recently graduated its | 


2000th student since reactivation in Sep- 
tember, 1951, Lt. Col. Robert S. Kramer, 
Commandant, has announced. 

The school, established to turn out top- 
graded men for duty on a professional 
level as commissioned officers in the 
Corps of Engineers, originally was under 
the command of Col. Philip Y. Browning. 

It was planned that the school would 
handle an annual input of 1440 candi- 
dates, but before the first class con- 
vened, this figure was upped to 2667 can- 
didates. 

The original project thus virtually 
doubled, it was decided to meet the in- 
creased demand for graduates by estab- 
lishing eight candidate companies with 
three classes per company. 

The course of instruction consists of 
968 hours over a 22-week period, of which 
325 hours of this is devoted to field exer- 
cises. 

Each candidate company has plebe, 
junior and senior classes which carry 
with them varying degrees of discipline 
and responsibility. For instance, during 
the first two weeks of training, an under- 
classman is restricted to the limits of his 
respective company area, and is allowed 
to see no one other than members of his 
immediate family, and then only when 
such visits are absolutely necessary. 
However, upperclassmen have leave priv- 
ileges, and seniors are granted overnight 
passes. 

Much of the training received at the 
school is accomplished by the assignment 
of candidates to administrative and com- 
mand duties within the candidate regi- 
ment. The candidate company chain of 
command has senior candidates serving

The Air Force, confronted with an over.

said that about half of the 16,000 who 
will graduate this June will serve as en.

That’s a crux of the problem. Dr. Han.

Some sort of a compromise seems indi- 
cated. The issue is recognized as one of 
the most intricate personnel problems 
currently confronting the Defense De. 
partment. 

One reason is that there is apparently 


along with the Army’s idea of calling 


Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, Selective 
Service Director, certainly would hegi- 
tate to endorse a plan whereby men ée- 
ferred from active service to attend col- 
lege would need to serve only 90 days on 
active duty. 

However, there has been a strong drive 
newly launched, with White House guid- 
ance, to build up the Reserve. The assign- 
ment of thousands of ROTC lieutenants, 
trained in branch schools during three 
months’ active service, would vitalize sig- 
nificantly the Reserve structure, accord- 
ing to Army experts. 

That was the original objective of the 
ROTC program, they say. 

The Air Force maintains that if the 
Army is permitted to go ahead with its 
plan, the AF ROTC program would be 
adversely affected, notably in view of the 
decision made last year that ROTC senior 
program members who do not volunteer 
to fly must serve in airman status, with 
exception of about 1000 specialists. 


One possible way of getting around the 
problem would be for the Defense Depart- 
ment to ask Congress for extra budget 
dollars to carry the Army’s ROTC gradu- 
ates as “extra numbers.” 

As the budget went to Capitol Hill, and 
as it was originally approved by the De 
fense Department, money is provided for 
the full two-vear active service of les: 
than half of the Army’s fiscal ’55 ROTC 
graduates. 
as company commanders, executive off- 
cers, platoon leaders, platoon sergeants 
squad leaders, first sergeants, and supply 
sergeants. Juniors serve as _ assistant 
squad leaders. These assignments are ro- 
tated frequently to give each candidate 
a variety of training. 

Graduates of TEOCS are qualified for 
various assignments after they finish 
their training, depending on their indi- 
vidual preferences, qualifications and 
needs of the Service. A few of the possi- 
ble assignments are Engineer Training 
Centers, Engineer Construction Battal- 
ions, Engineer Combat Battalions, Engi- 
neer Supply Depots, Surveying and Map- 
ping Units, Engineer Equipment Compan- 
ies, Special Bridge Companies, Amphib- 
ious Units, Aviation Battalion, and im 
structors in the Engineer School. 

Graduates may get further schooling 
immediately after graduation in engl 
neer equipment maintenance or in ail- 
borne training. After required troop duty 
has been performed, graduates may ap 
ply for such specialized training as light 
aircraft pilot, camouflage officer or radio 
logical defense officer.

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Pressure Jet Convertiplane Rolled Out; Flight Tests Later 


The roll out of the XV-1 Convertiplane, 
the first aircraft of its type developed in 
the U. S., was announced jointly this 
week by the Air Research and Develop- 
ment Command of the Air Force, and the 
McDonnell Aircraft Corporation, St. 
Louis, Mo. 

The XV-1, the first convertiplane in the 
world to employ the principle of pressure 
jets and high disc loading, embodies a 
new conception of flight known as the 
“unloader rotor” principle. It is equipped 
with a rotor for vertical flight, and a 
propeller and wings for horizontal flight. 

In hovering or vertical flight, the rotor 
provides the lift; in forward flight, the 
wings and propeller provide nearly all 
the lift. This allows the rotor to auto- 
rotate at its lowest drag configuration, 
compensating for the speed limitation en- 
countered by conventional helicopters 
due to stalling of blades when they carry

Each of the three rotor blades is pow- 
ered by a pressure jet unit located at the 
tip of the blade; a reciprocating engine 
on the aft fuselage supplies air to the jet 
units during vertical flight and power to 
the propeller during downward flight. The 
power from the pressure jets permits the 
use of a rotor which has only about half 
the drag of a conventional helicopter 
rotor. 

Designed to carry three passengers, the 
XV-1 is about 30 feet long, 10 feet high, 
and spans about 26 feet. 

Before the first flight, which is to take 
place next summer, an extensive re- 
search program will be carried on. This 
will include ground testing, instrumenta- 
tion for the development of flight data, 
and other pre-flight work. The full scale 
model will be tested in a wind tunnel.

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A “Step-Child” Industry. It is a strange con- 
dition of affairs that in these United States, where 
we pride ourselves on private initiative and free- 
dom of action, at the same time we hamstring 
one of the great industries essential for National 
Defense. 


There is no question but that Congress and the 
country have decided that the aircraft industry is 
vital both to our peace-time commerce and our 
war-time defense. Billions of dollars are appro- 
priated annually for the construction of aircraft, 
and much talk is devoted to telling the public how 
essential a strong, healthy aircraft industry is 
to our security. Yet figures show that we have 
put so many restrictions on the operation of the 
aircraft industry that its growth is retarded to 
such an extent it lags behind virtually every other 
type of industry. 

Mr. Roy T. Hurley, president of the Curtiss- 
Wright Corp., has assembled figures showing that 
in the period from 1943 to 1952 the leading gen- 
eral manufacturers of the United States enjoyed 
a growth of 93.6 per cent. In the same years, the 
leading automobile manufacturers expanded 96.7 
per cent. Yet the leading aircraft firms, upon 
whom we depend for a great part of our defense 
structure, were able to make only a 54.4 per 
cent growth. In the same period, the general 
manufacturers had a net return on sales of 5.9 
per cent, the automobile manufacturers took in 
6.1 per cent on sales, but aircraft manufacturers 
were able to show only 1.7 per cent on sales. 


Why is this so? It is so because of the heavy 
restrictions placed on the aircraft industry. It is 
so because basic contracts and renegotiation cut 
income so close to outgo the industry has little 
left to plow back into expansion. No considera- 
tion is given to the fact that stockholders in air- 
craft firms must be given some return on their 
investments, just as stockholders in other indus- 
tries. No consideration is given to the fact that 
the industry is a fast moving one and that ma- 
chine tools used this year may not be of any use 
next year. This calls for a faster amortization— 
write-off—than virtually any other industry, but 
they don’t get it. Commercial industries, like the 
automobile industry for example, do not make 
major changes in design and models until the 
market calls for them. The aircraft industry, on 
the other hand, must make changes as rapidly 
as the art advances. Progress with them is not 
a matter of business stimulation, it is a matter of 
life and death for the Nation—when new devel- 
opments are made they must be incorporated in 
the next production models; they cannot wait, 
like commercial products, until such time as they 
are needed to boost sales. 

What the aircraft industry needs is not spe- 
cial treatment but an equal opportunity with 
other industries to work out its own growth and 
destiny. As Mr. Hurley puts it, they don’t need 
or want a handout, they want an equal break. 
If they can adjust their amortization to realistic 
needs, if they can make enough on their products 
to plow some back for research and expansion, 
they can pay their way without subsidy or special 
tax considerations. It is a sad plight when a manu- 
facturer of chewing gum, as statistics show, can 
make many times more on his investment and 
gross sales than can the manufacturer of precise 
and complicated aircraft engines. 

The Aircraft Industries Association stresses the 
need for a long-range procurement policy. This is 
a sound ideal which would give real strength and 
stability to the aircraft industry. Every effort 
should be made to attain it. But like all obvious, 
sensible needs, it will be difficult to attain. In 
the meantime, if aircraft firms are given their 
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head, if they can operate like other industries, 
they can build up backlogs against lean years. 

Manufacturers selling to the government don’t 
like to talk about profits—there seems to be a 
myth that such people should not think in terms 
of profits. But if we are going to have a strong, 
healthy defense industry, it should be given at 
least an even break with the chewing gum firms. 


Economy and Service Pay. Unfortunately, 
Congress and the public have heard little of the 
hard, business side of the Service pay problem. 
They should know that Service pay has lagged 
behind pay in business and industry and even 
behind the increases given to civilian employees 
in the government. The real reason why Congress 
has not been receptive to a Service pay raise is 
that it means a sizable increase in direct appro- 
priations. 

What hasn’t been stressed is how much we are

paying every day for replacements. As officers 
and non-commissioned officers leave the Services 
for better jobs in industry the Services must train 
men to take their places. It costs $60,000 to train 
a pilot for the Air Force, Navy, Marine Corps or 
Army. It costs $14,000 to train a technician in the 
Air Force or Naval Aviation. A minimum of 
$3,200 is represented in the basic training of a 
ground soldier in the Army—when he is assigned 
to one of the many specialties the training costs 
run up. 

Under the present system we pay this high cost 
of training out of one pocket and salaries out of 
another. If Congress considered these as one item 
they would find that the small pay increase nec- 
essary to retain people in the Services would far 
outmeasure the cost of training new personnel 
In efficiency, the net result would be much to the 
benefit of the country, for one experienced man 
is much better than two short-termers.

PITTSBURGH, Pa.. 
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NAVY PETTY OFFICERS are not 
“petty” according to Rep. D. R. (Billy) 
Matthews (D-Fla.). He has written to 
SecDef Wilson asking if it isn’t possible 
to change the designation of the Navy’s 
top enlisted men. Mr. Matthews notes 
that the dictionary definition of “petty” is 
“small in nature, trifling, mean or un- 
generous, inferior.” He feels certain 
“these names have no part in the mag- 
nificent work that the petty officers in 
our Navy perform” and suggests that 
the name be changed to “enlisted officer.” 


U. S. MILITARY TECHNICIANS sent 
to Indo-China to work on B-26 bombers 
and train others in maintenance of the 
plane will be out of the hot spot by 
mid-June. Senator Leverett Saltonstall 
(R-Mass.), Chairman of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, said he has 
received this assurance from DefSecre- 
tary Wilson. Except for these technicians 
and others sent in to help train the 
military assistants of MAAG, Senator 
Saltonstall said there is at present “no 
intention of sending members of our 
Armed Forces into Indo-China.” 


RELIGIOUS FREEDOM for U. S. per- 
sonnel who will be assigned to the new 
American bases in Spain is the subject 
of an exchange of letters between Sena- 
tor Francis Case (R-S. D.) and Assistant 
Secretary of State Thruston B. Morton. 
Regarding the Senator’s concern about 
the question, Mr. Morton writes “There 
is nothing in the agreements which con- 
travenes the right of American military 
personnel in Spain to worship freely, a 
principle which the United States Gov- 
ernment defends everywhere.” He said in 
military areas where U. S. military 
authorities have primary jurisdiction, 
American soldiers will have the same 
facilities for worship which they enjoy 
at other U. S. bases overseas, and when 
travelling in Spain they will have the 
same privileges and opportunities for 
religious worship as U. S. citizens who 
are tourists or residents there. He added, 
‘There are approximately 170 Protestant 
chapels in Spain.” 


REPORTED ATTEMPTS to induce 
Congress to abolish the Merchant Marine 
Academy at Kings Point, N. Y., have 
brought a petition from the New Jersey 
State Legislature asking that the Acad- 
emy be continued. The petition notes 
that the USMMA is the only available 
center to prepare young men for service 
and leadership in the modern merchant 
marine. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER’S advo- 
cacy of a 137-wing Air Force “is an ad- 
mission he was in error only several 
months ago,” according to Rep. John W. 
McCormack (D-Mass.), when the Presi- 
dent “and many of his military advisers 
took the firm position that our Air Force 
strength should be 120 air wing groups.” 
Said Mr. McCormack: “The Congress had 
better carefully explore the President’s 
new military concept in relation to re- 
ducing our Army and Navy to be sure 
he is not in error again.” 


INCREASED SKEET SHOOTING in 
military training commands is recom- 
mended by Dr. Frank Trucks, President 
of the National Skeet Shooting Associa- 
tion in a letter to Representative Laurie 
C. Battle (D-Ala.). Doctor Trucks says 
“Proponents of skeet maintain that a 
round of skeet will develop more skill in 
weapons handling, at a much lower cost, 
than a round of ball ammunition fired 
at a stationary target.” He notes that a 
recent study made in an AF school 
Showed “a very distinct and favorable 
correlation of the value of skeet on 
bettering gunnery scores.” The NSSA 
President says “There can be no ques- 
tion that future wars will be ones of 
mechanization and the ability to hit mov- 
ing targets will be a prerequisite for 
members not only of the Air Force, but 
ground personnel as well.” 





CAMP PICKETT, VA., which is being 
vacated by the Army, would be declared 
“excess property” under the terms of 
bills introduced in both the House and 
Senate by Virginia statesmen. 


“MALNUTRITION AND STARVA- 
TION appear to have been an accepted 
form of torture,” for American prisoners 
in Korea, according to Senator Paul 
Douglas (D-Ill.). He has asked the Sen- 
ate to provide for a study of the after 
effects of such suffering, both in WWII 
and Korea, and its resultant influence on 
life expectancy. A companion bill was 
introduced in the House by Representa- 
tive James G. Fulton (R-Pa.). The study, 
Senator Douglas said, “is essential to any 
plan to make just and wise provision for 
those who went through these crushing 
experiences.” 


PROMOTION of retired personnel who 
were POWs during WWII is asked by 
Senator Jackson (D-Wash.). His bill, 
S. 2888, would advance former prisoners 
one grade if they were POWs for at least 
12 months between 7 Dec. 1941 and 15 
Aug. 1945, received no promotion after 
their capture, have since retired, and 
make application. The bill carries no in- 
crease in retired pay, but persons so 
promoted and later recalled to active 
duty would be recalled in their new rank, 
except for second lieutenants and en- 
signs, and admirals and generals. 


COMPLAINTS ABOUT THE NAVY’S 
award of three destroyers to a shipyard 
that was the highest bidder were regis- 
tered by Senators Margaret Chase Smith 
(R-Me.) and Burnet R. Maybank (D- 
S. C.). In switching the award from the 
lowest bidder, “the lead yard on de- 
stroyer production” (the Bath Iron 
Works, Bath, Me.), Senator Smith said 
the Navy “penalized instead of rewarded” 
the production efficiency of the latter 
yard. “This destroyer contract switch,” 
she said, “casts a shadow of suspicion 
over the entire defense-procurement pro- 
gram.” Senator Maybank said the move 
sets a precedent which would permit the 
Navy to “transfer contracts all around 
regardless of bids, and that is wrong.” 
He noted that S. 2641, which he has 
introduced would stop such “wrong- 
doing” and that if it is not passed 
he will attempt to hold up any military 
appropriation bill coming before the 
Senate “until the law is changed, or until 
it is understood that low bidders will get 
the business of the Defense Department.” 
In taking the highest bid (from the 
Bethlehem Steel Corp., Quincy, Mass.), 
the Navy explained that it did so to stem 
unemployment there and retain the mo- 
bilization potential of the yard. 


NAS, ALAMEDA, received high praise 
from Representative George P. Miller 
(D-Calif.) in an address before the House. 
Noting a recent contribution of $100,000 
which the air station made to a San 
Francisco Bay area welfare drive, he 
said NAS, Alameda has always had an 
“enviable reputation” and its command- 
ing officers have always been “conscien- 
tious, aggressive and understanding.” 
Present CO is Capt. Louis E. French, 
USN. Representative Miller said Cali- 
fornia is proud of “this fine installation.” 


REASON given for the newly proposed 
DefDept. bill to continue enlistments of 
EM appointed as cadets or midshipmen 
is that some men have been using the 
Service Academies to avoid further mili- 
tary service. SecNav Anderson, who 
asked for the legislation on behalf of the 
DefDept., said it is necessary because 
certain cadets and midshipmen, once 
they are discharged from their enlist- 
ments to accept appointment at the 
Academies, then tender their resigna- 
tions, have them accepted, and thus 
avoid further military service. “Under 
present Selective Service regulations,” 
he noted, “all further military service is 
avoided in such a situation.” 
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What’s Next in Indo-China— 
COMMENT ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


| gr tatign ng has occupied a large part of France’s attention for much longer 
than the French soldier, statesman, and taxpayer would have wished. It so 
continued this week, with the Red forces, still numerous and resourceful, pressing 
uncomfortably close to Luang Prabang, the Laos capital, and causing nervousness 
to French Union forces to north and south. There is no certainty that Luang 
Prabang itself will be assaulted, and certainly none that it will fall, for it is well 
manned and supplied and with elements which should do very well in siege warfare. 
The local Reds are at their best, rather, in jungle-infiltration and in guerrilla 
fighting, and it would seem that their leaders will be too smart to quit a favorable 
field for an unfavorable one. This appears to be the French concept as well, and 
it is probable that the coming week will witness some widely separated actions 
between French Union forces and guerrilla bands many miles from the fortifications 
of Luang Prabang. 


AID FOR INDO-CHINA was discussed this week in two distant areas and in 
two widely separated forms. The future of Southeast Asia was a topic at the 
Big Four meeting in Berlin, where Mr. Molotov, blocked in his opening frontal 
attack on western unity, moved off to the flank to reveal his allegedly benign 
interest in the Orient. The speech provided its own indication of the Moscow hope 
of improving (from Moscow’s viewpoint) the situation in Korea, in Indo-China, 
and elsewhere. On our side of the Atlantic, here in Washington, the Indo-China 
prospect for the immediate future was pointedly discussed at the Capitol, at the 
Pentagon, and at the White House, President Eisenhower endeavoring to restate 
some of the facts of life in a manner which would be understood but which also 
would soothe the excited nerves on Capitol Hill. The particular issue raised by 
Senator Stennis (D., Miss.) was over the prospective dispatch of some 200 Air 
Force technicians to Indo-China; in this the Senator (a member of the Armed 
Services Committee) sees a commitment which might lead to future involvement 
of these men and a consequent involvement of our combat forces in a future 
action of unexpected gravity. The President’s calm comment was that the men 
in question are being sent out solely to instruct French Union forces in the use 
of unfamiliar equipment, on a mission to terminate in June. That any action of 
moment involves risk is not in question, but an inescapable risk is one of the 
normal attendants of responsible leadership. 


DEFENSE SECRETARY WILSON at about the same time, in the course of his 
weekly press conference, offered some informative remarks on this and related 
matters, exhibiting both discretion and wisdom. Notably, he undertook to 
discourage excessive pessimism about the Indo-China prospect, holding that things 
are about where both French and Americans had expected them to be at this stage, 
and that an ultimate French Union victory is “both possible and probable.” All 
depends on how much of an enemy appears at what time, and it goes without 
saying that an overwhelming addition of Chinese Red strength would have a 
staggering effect. But it has not come, Mr. Wilson pointed out; America most 
decidedly is not sending any Air Force pilots or any other combat elements; 
atomic artillery is not in prospect, for the sound reason that jungle-fighting offers 
no suitable target for nuclear weapons; we are sending technicians as instructors; 
it is “not yet settled” that we will send a mission somewhat larger than at present, 
again for instruction and consultation purposes. 


THE NEW MISSION, if authorized, has encouraged a good deal of informed 
conjecture, based on some conspicuous events. The need for such a mission (from 
French Union viewpoint) is unmistakable; the new American equipment headed 
that way, and even that which is not too new in design, most obviously is of smal! 
use until the French Union forces are informed and experienced in its handling. 
The continuous adjusting of American planning, both political and military, just as 
obviously calls for high-level observation and a continuous flow of corrective 
information in both directions. And that calls for a more fully established military 
mission on the scene. There has been profit from the past week’s conferences in 
Washington with Lieutenant General John W. O'Daniel, back from his first-hand 
study of Indo-Chinese needs, to achieve which he had to absent himself for some 
time from his normal duty in Hawaii as Commanding General U. S. Army Forces 
Pacific. 


GENERAL O’DANIEL, who is one of the Army’s most experienced authorities 
on combat-training, is just completing his sixtieth year, and 
consequently had been facing with more or less equanim- 
ity his routine retirement from active duty on 28 February. 
That gloomy prospect, we are glad to report, is postponed 
and, under the same sort of permissive order which has kept 
General Thomas T. Handy on active duty these past two 7 


bination of circumstances has inevitably encouraged the ; 
expectation that “Iron Mike” will become head of the 
enlarged mission to Indo-China. He has high qualifications, 
not the least of which is his two years’ service as U. S. 4x4 
military attaché in Moscow as a guide toward surmises on 
how a Communist official thinks. 





IN KOREA President Syngman Rhee has jarred the 
slumberers with a renewal of his old assurance that he will 
some day drive the Reds out of North Korea. That, most cer- 
tainly, is not in the American program, and it goes without saying that the 
stoutest sort of ROK courage is not enough, without American supplies, 
to worry the Red Forces very much for very long. But it also goes without saying 
that President Rhee’s outbursts do not advance the settlement of the Korean 
questions on any line which has a prospect of acceptance. We are at the moment 
quite apparently trying to bring about a resumption of the Panmunjom conversa- 
tions on an effective basis, and without re-stirring too vigorously the matter which 
caused our representatives to walk out. The walk-out was understandable but 
not a sure way of advancing our original purpose in holding the meeting. Soon 
or late, the meetings will be resumed, and murmurs along the Potomac’s bank 
sound remarkably like prayers that Dr. Rhee will restrain himself. As in the past,

SOME OVERAGE IN GRADE Reserve officers on active 
duty with the Army—there are more than 1500— 
undoubtedly will be released from active duty in 
connection with the current adjustment to new man- 
power levels. This is a logical conclusion in 
view of the decision to retire more than 400 
Regular Army colonels. An inequity would result 
if RA colonels, some of them only 51 and 52, are 
forced off active duty and Reserve colonels are 
retained on active duty to age 58. It can be 
stated that in any new move, every possible step 
will be taken to prevent hardships, particularly 
in connection with retirement benefits. 





ARMY AIRBORNE PROPONENTS still haven't given up 
on restoration of the 6 Troop Carrier Wings cut 
from the Air Force in the changeover from a 143 
to a 137-wing goal. They see an encouraging sign 
in the assignment of Gen. 0. P. Weyland, longtime 
FEAF commander, as the new TAC chief. It can be 
taken for granted the Army chiefs will be playing 
heavily the Defense Dept. contention that the "New 
Look” demands greater stress on mobility. The 
AF, with its SAC and ADC wings set, would likely 
join in urging more troop airlift. 





PROPER RECOGNITION for long years of service will 
pose a problem for the Army in connection with the 
simultaneous retirement this year of hundreds of 
permanent colonels, many of them general officers. 
Unless advance planning is done, there's a danger 
many of these veteran officers, a good number of 
whom have served in three wars, could be slighted. 












THE WOMBLE COMMITTEE is still in action. One 
recommendation of the all-Service Committee was 
that its members meet periodically to keep the 
problem of career attractiveness under continual 
study and coordination. This is being done, at the 
order of Assistant Defense Secretary John A. 

Hannah. Thus, the Services now know that the recent 
study did not represent a "one-shot" affair. 





ARMOR ADVOCATES, notwithstanding prospective activa- 
tion of a third armored division—at Ft. Hood, Tex. 
—won't be completely satisfied until an Armor Corps 
organization is created. They feel that just as the 
Army has an XVIII Airborne Corps at Ft. Bragg, 
related to the 82d and 1lth Airborne Divisions, 
there should be a Corps set-up for the Armor divi- 
sions. With 2 divisions at Hood, that might be a 
possibility. 





ATOMIC BOMB SIMULATION represents a challenging new 
problem to versatile Army Chemical Corps officers. 
With increasing stress on atomic problems in field 
training, commanders are demanding "realistic" 
explosions complete with mushroom clouds. 





GEN. HANDY'S RETIREMENT on 31 March at age 62 after 
more than 37 years’ service will make Gen. Collins, 
former CofS and now U. 8S. Representative to NATO's 
Military Committee and Standing Group, the senior 
general on the permanent active duty promotion list, 
followed by Gen. Ridgway, CofS, and Gen. Hull, Far 
East commander.

ONLY 50% OF RIFLE COMPANY soldiers in Korea fired 
their weapons in combat, according to Col. Albert 
J. Glass, a top Army psychiatrist. But this was 

a considerable improvement over WWII, when 75% 
never fired their rifle during actual fighting. 

The Colonel reports that the tremendous power of 
new weapons adds greatly to the problem of con- 
trolling battle-fear, which he says is the greatest 
cause of non-battle casualties during combat. 





HARD PLUGGING by aviation cadet recruiting teams 
has paid off. A last-minute upsurge in applications 
permitted the Air Force to fill its February pilot 
training quota. Officials feel confident that 
subsequent quotas will be met, although they 
acknowledge it will require a steady salesmanship 
job. Current objective is 7800 pilot graduations 
per year, but many hundred more applications are 
needed, since the wash-out rate is said to be about 
30 per cent from start to finish of the training 
program. 





A GUIDED MISSILE SIMULATOR is under design at Link 
Aviation. The device will be used to train guided 
missile operators. The F89D simulator trains pilots 
and radar operators at a cost of $68 per hour as 
against $1,000 an hour in actual flight—even 
greater savings may be realized in the missile 
trainer. 








THE ENORMOUS POWER of the eight-jet B52 bomber was 





hinted at by AirSec Talbott in a recent off-the- 

cuff speech. He said that with after-burners lit 
the giant aircraft is propelled by the equivalent 
of 150,000 horse power—"more than in any of the 

Japanese battleships in World War II.”

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Records Busy First Year

Speaking of the early weeks of the Cen- 
ter, he noted: 

“On our first day almost 1,000 men were 
processed for shipment to the Far East, and 
yet we had but a handfull of our authorized 
cadre. Many of you were working 18 to 20 
hours a day, and were doing a hundred per 
cent job. 

“The Mess Company had 66 permanently 
assigned cooks but operated 21 messes feed- 
ing about 6,700 men. Within two months 
they were feeding over 20,000 men daily. To 
date, our messes have served over eight 
million meals, which is a sizable task. 

“Our Postal Section has handled almost 
five million pieces of mail.’’ 

Commenting on the Red Cross Blood Bank 
at the Personnel Center, Colonel Schmitt 
said: ‘‘You have helped us collect over 32,- 
000 pints of blood, mucn of which helped 
save the lives of our men on the battle 
front.”’

Lt. Col. Francis P. Wells, MC, USA-Ret., 
died 8 Feb. after several years’ illness, 
while visiting at Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. He 
was 46, and had been retired from the 
Army in 1947 for physical disability re- 
sulting from the effects of undulant fever 
contracted during the war. 

Colonel Wells was the son of the late Col. 
Frank Leslie Wells, U. S. Cav., and Cora 
Wells of Washington, D. C. He was born at 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., and his early life 
was spent principally on military posts in the 
U. S. and the Philippines. He was graduated 
from Hyde Park High School, Chicago, Il.

Activate Skysweeper Units 


Two new Skysweeper units—the 546th 
and 548th Antiaircraft Artillery Battal- 
ions—have been activated at Ft. Bliss, 
Tex. 

Personnel of both units are now en- 
gaged in training with the Skysweeper, 
the new 75-millimeter automatic cannon. 
The Skysweeper is the Army’s largest au- 
tomatic artillery weapon and combines 
the gun, radar and computer on the same 


| carriage. 





The new battalions are part of the 6th 
AAA Group commanded by Col. A. A. 
Adams. Lt. Col. William A. Brinkerhoff is 
commanding officer of the 546th Battal- 
ion, with Maj. Emory L. Goggans, jr., as 
his executive officer. The 548th Battalion 
is commanded by Lt. Col. Otho A. Moo- 
maw, with Maj. Joseph Rutkin as bat- 
talion executive. 

Revealed to the public last spring, the 
Skysweeper is a three-in-one unit, de- 
signed to spot and track with radar, and 
aim and fire the gun automatically at any 
enemy aircraft flying near-sonic speeds 
at low and medium altitudes. It finds and 
tracks approaching aircraft as far away 
as 15 miles and can fire on and defeat 
targets as far away as four miles. It op- 
erates day or night regardless of weather 
conditions. 

The gun fires a high explosive shell 
weighing 12% pounds at the rate of 45 
rounds per minute.

Anniversary of Simulated Flight Trainer 


The Air Force’s Exceptional Service 
Award was presented to Edwin A. Link, 
inventor and manufacturer of the Link 
Trainer and other flight simulators, by 
Secretary Harold E. Talbott 3 Feb. at 
ceremonies in Binghamton, N. Y., mark- 
ing the 25th anniversary of the first Link 
Trainer. 

The same day Secretary Talbott ac- 
cepted delivery of the first production 
model of the F89D simulator, described 
as the largest and most complex com- 
puting device used in training today. 

The presentation of the award to Mr. 
Link was made by Secretary Talbott at 
a dinner given by the Binghamton Cham- 
ber of Commerce honoring Link Avia- 
tion, Inc., and its contribution to 25 years 
of simulated flight. More than 1,300 per- 
sons attended the dinner which was also 
marked by two other honors to the Link 
firm. On behalf of the citizens of the 
community, Mr. C. Addison Keeler pre- 
sented a signed scroll to Mr. Link, who 
is Chairman of the Board and Director 
of Research for Link Aviation. Mr. Mar- 
tin F. Hilfinger, president of the Asso- 
ciated Industries of New York State, pre- 
sented a tribute to Mr. E. Allan Willi- 
ford, President of Link Aviation, for his 
contribution to the State’s industries. 

Text of Citation 

The citation accompanying the Excep- 
tional Service Award to Mr. Link was as 
follows: 

‘Edwin A. Link distinguished himself by 
exceptionally meritorious service to the 
United States Air Force from 1929 to 1954, 
In a lifetime devoted to the progress, devel- 
opment, efficiency and safety of flying, Mr. 
Link has contributed immeasurably to the 
mission of the Air Force in peace and in war. 
The simulated flight industry owes its incep- 
tion and advanced state of progress to Mr. 
Link, who, by his genius and determination, 
developed an intricate device 25 years ago 
for the ground instruction of military and 
civilian pilots in the rudiments of instru- 
ment flight. During World War II, the Link 
Trainer was a major factor in the rapid and 
effective flight training of more than a half 
a million airmen preparing for combat fly- 
ing. In addition to the basic Link Trainer, 
Mr. Link perfected celestial navigation train- 
ers and flight simulators which could suc- 
cessfully duplicate the flight characteristics 
of the most complex aircraft. These special- 
ized trainers covering the activities of all 
aircrew members were designed to simulate 
the performance of specific aircraft under 
any condition of flight. The Link Aviation 
Company, under Mr. Link's most able guid- 
ance, produced the first jet aircraft flight 
simulator and is now producing simulators 
for the most advanced medium jet bombard- 
ment and all-weather interceptor aircraft. 
These trainers are of high value in training 
and maintaining the flying proficiency of Air 
Force pilots. Mr. Link's outstanding pio- 
neering efforts and imaginative leadership 
in this field constitute a major contribution 
to the successful accomplishment of the 
United States Air Force mission and to the 
security of the United States." 

Service Morale 

In his address at the dinner Secretary 
Talbott told of his world-wide tour of 
Air Force installations. In that connec- 
tion he cited the high morale and high

rate of reenlistments at Okinawa, which 
he attributed to “good living conditions.” 
At many other places, he declared, morale 
is low and the reenlistment rate low “be- 
cause we have failed to take care of our 
people in the right way.” 

He said we are preparing for defense 
with offense, adding that he sometimes 
thinks we stress radar and defense too 
much. “Our greatest defense,” Mr. Tal- 
bott declared, “is the Strategic Air Force 
and our heavy bombers.” 

The Secretary paid tribute to Service 
personnel, saying that he is more and 
more impressed with the high caliber of 
the men in the Armed Forces. In 40 years 
of business, he said, he has not seen a 
group of men with more dedication to 
their work or with higher ability or drive 
of the type business needs, than in the 
Services. 

Representative W. Sterling Cole, of the 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy and 
the House Armed Services Committee, 
also spoke. Music was furnished by the 
Sampson Air Force Band under direction 
of WO Arnald D. Gabriel. George L. 
Savory, Chairman of the Chamber of 
Commerce Committee, served as toast- 
master. 

Demonstrate Simulators 


In the afternoon preceding the dinner, 
Link was host to a large group of visit- 
ing Defense officials and newsmen in a 
tour through the plant. The F89D simu- 
lator was demonstrated for the visitors 
by Capt. Gordon H. Scott, USAF, of 
Moody AFB, Ga., whose ground school 
has received the first of the new simu- 
lators. 

Also shown was the B47B flight simu- 
lator. Its action was demonstrated by 
Maj. F. Garrett, USAF, and Capt. W. F. 
Campbell, USAF, from McDill AFB, Fla., 
where the device is used in crew train- 
ing, being in operation about 18 hours 
each day. The simulator has 380 com- 
puting systems with more than 100 built 
in emergencies. 

A Navy simulator for the F2H2 Ban- 
shee was put through its paces by Lt. 
L. Eisner, USN, special devices project 
engineer at the Link plant. Later Capt. 
Larry R. Georgen, USAF, of Moody AFB, 
demonstrated the C11B basic jet trainer. 
Also shown was the first Link Trainer, 
borrowed for the occasion from the 
Smithsonian Institute where it is on per- 
manent display.

we suffer from our own moral restraint; this week there is another official accusa- 
tion, to the United Nations Supervisory Commission, that the Chinese Reds 
continue their build-up north of the 38th Parallel, not only in air base construction 
and equipment but in the creation of a steel-and-concrete line across much of the 
peninsula. Talk does not drown out the sound of welders and concrete mixers, but 
it can call world-wide attention to what is going on. And there is an intimate 
relationship between Korea and Indo-China, repeatedly pointed out and now 
attracting the close attention of the diplomats. 


13 February 1954 
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AT BERLIN the Big Four conferences continue, and not badly from the West’s 
viewpoint, for, little as has been the reward of our own efforts for a German and 
an Austrian settlement, Russia’s manifest determination to hang on to East 
Germany at any cost has not helped Moscow’s world-position. The effect on East 
Germany has been particularly embarrassing to the Red dictatorship. There are 
persistent rumors of another rising, comparable to that of last June, but it must 
be doubted that such a revolt will occur, for East Germany is under much closer 
guard than before, and the stoutest spirit can hardly cope at this time with such 
stern repression as Moscow is prepared to exert.

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its ungainly predecessor. The addition of 
the gun and the bomb to the powered 
aircraft naturally led to the develop- 
ment of new aerial missions, carrying 
the fight deep into the enemy territory. 
Through new types of missions and the 
resulting tactics, techniques and respon- 
sibilities, the embryo of modern air pow- 
er developed. 

Strictly from the Army point of view, 
these new and important missions and 
responsibilities of the Air Force resulted 
in the relegation of aerial observation, 
as required by a modern Army, to a mi- 
nor and often overlooked status. Prior 
to World War II, therefore, there had 
been an insistent and increasing demand 
from Field Artillery Officers for more 
adequate air observation of artillery fire 
than the then Air Corps observation 
squadron could provide. It was contended 
further that such aircraft and their pi- 
lots should be organic to the units with 
which they would serve. 

The Louisiana maneuvers of 1941 pro- 
vided the means for an experiment using 
light commercial aircraft flown by civil- 
ian pilots. The success of this experiment 
resulted in the establishment of the De- 
partment of Air Training under Brig. 
Gen. (then Lt. Col.) William W. Ford, 
Director of Air Training, The Artillery 
School, for the training of personnel. In- 
tensive practice was conducted in land- 
ing on small unimproved fields and on 
roads (to divorce the aircraft from the 
need for improved airfields and allow 
them to accompany the headquarters of 
their unit.) In this connection a partic- 
ular application of the power approach 
was developed, permitting the landing of 
aircraft over a barrier, such as trees or 
hedges, but with the shortest possible 
landing roll. The pilots were also trained 
in aerial adjustment of artillery fire. On 
completion of training the personnel 
were sent to field units for extended serv- 
ice tests. 

The success of these tests resulted in 
the War Department issuing on 6 June 
1942 a directive which established organic 
air observation for field artillery, and in 
August training got underway. The first 
students to attend the Field Artillery 
School's air training were Army Ground 
Forces personnel with private pilot li- 
censes or the equivalent. Since the pool 
of such personnel was small, the Air 
Corps was directed to provide primary 
training for field artillery pilots who 
were selected largely from graduates of 
Officer Candidate Schools. This system 
has been continued to the present time 
with the Air Force giving primary train- 
ing to prospective Army Aviators at an 
especially established course of instruc- 
tion conducted at Gary AFB, Tex. 

During the course of World War II 
the use of organic artillery aircraft 
proved itself in every theatre. In addi- 
tion to their primary mission, adjusting 
artillery fire, it was found that they pro- 
vided an enormous amount of vital com- 
bat intelligence to the commanders at 
all echelons. In several emergencies they 
were found capable of providing a limited 
but vital aerial resupply service, enabling 
surrounded units as large as battalions 
to continue the fight until a link-up could 
be achieved. As a consequence, aviation 
elements have been established organic 
to not only the Artillery, Infantry and 
Armor, but to the Signal Corps, Engi- 
neers, Transportation Corps, and most 
recently to the Medical Service Corps. 

New Applications 


At the outbreak of warfare in Korea 
the Army had been field testing the uses 
of helicopters with combat and service 
elements. Early in this conflict as many 
of these aircraft as possible were pro- 
vided to Army units in that theatre. It 
seemed that each additional helicopter 
to arrive in Korea led to the discovery 
of new and effective applications of that 
versatile piece of equipment resulting 
in larger and broader demands for use 
by combat and service elements alike. It 
early proved itself in the rapid evacua- 
tion of casualties, many of which would 
have resulted in fatalities except for the 
immediate medical attention afforded. 
The widespread usage of aircraft re- 


sulted in the students of the Air Training 
Department of the Artillery School com- 
ing from all arms and services. Conse- 
quently the Department of the Army di- 
rected the establishment of a separate 
Army Aviation School on 1 Jan. 1953. 
With the transfer of students and faculty 
on 1 July, the Army Aviation School be- 
came an active going concern. The 
youngest member of the Army School 
system, therefore, already has a short 
background of history and tradition as 
well as experience through its prede- 
cessor. 

As the mission and employment of 
Army aviation increases, so does the 
Army Aviation School expand. The pilot 
of today must be proficient in several 
types of aircraft, as well as the tactical 
employment of those planes. As a result, 
the courses of instruction are more di- 
versified than those ordinarily found at 
a single flying school. The fundamental 
course, commonly called the “Tactics” 
course, consists of the advanced and tact- 
ical training of the officer students who 
have graduated from the Army Aviation 
Primary Flying Course given by the Air 
Force. In this course the students are 
given intensive instruction in operation 
from unimproved landing fields and road 
strips (as in 1941), artillery observation, 
conduct of mortar fire, tactics of the 
various arms and the role of aviation 
in the support of the various arms and 
services. 

Course in Tactics 

A helicopter tactics course is offered 
to officers who have graduated from the 
above. The Air Force provides the pri- 
mary instruction offered in this course. 
Again emphasis is placed upon opera- 
tion under critical conditions and over 
adverse terrain with a view to the likeli- 
hood of the graduate operating under 
combat conditions in terrain which will 
tax to the limit his ability to operate his 
aircraft. A common feature of both the 
above courses is the emphasis upon a 
knowledge by the student of the limits 
of his ability and those of his aircraft 
to enable him to acquaint non-flying com- 
manders with those capabilities. 

More advanced training is offered in 
the Instrument Flight Course and the 
schooling for Instrument Flight examin- 
ers which furnish major commands with 
pilots and instructors capable of operat- 
ing under adverse weather conditions. 
In addition a short course in twin engine 
aircraft operation is offered to graduate 
students selected by their units for this 
training. 

An experimental course is currently in 
operation which is designed to instruct 
officers and enlisted men who have not 
necessarily had previous flight training 
in helicopter piloting. Sufficient experi- 
ence has been acquired to assure the 
production of well qualified graduates 
but not to indicate its economy from the 
point of view of dollar cost, student-in- 
structor time, or student attrition rate. 


Maintenance 


Since no aviation program could be 
successful without proper ground sup- 
port, Army Aviation School presents 
maintenance courses designed to produce 
qualified helicopter mechanics as well as 
liaison plane maintenance specialists. 
This instruction is designed also to fa- 
miliarize mechanics with new models of 
both fixed and rotary wing aircraft being 
utilized by the Army. 

The School is justly proud of its Dem- 
enstration Team which was initiated to 
acquaint students of The Infantry, Artil- 
lery, and Armored Schools and the Com- 
mand and General Staff College with the 
capabilities and limitations of Army Avi- 
ation. In addition these teams were given 
the responsibility of putting on the 
Army’s portion of the program at such 
events as the International Air Exposi- 
tion at Detroit and the National Aircraft 
Show at Dayton. In these shows a prac- 
tical demonstration was offered to the 
public of the uses of Army Aviation in 
support of ground troops in combat. 

Since its inception, Army Aviation has 
had the primary mission of combat ob- 
servation so as to lend close support to 











ground forces. The increased mobility of 

modern land armies in recent years has 

led to additional requirements for im- 

mediate back-up air support in a logisti- 

cal role. Rotary wing aircraft have been 

found ideally suited for this purpose. 
Helicopter Uses 

Initially used by the Army for com- 
mand, liaison, and evacuation missions, 
experience has taught that the helicop- 
ter was destined to play a big part in 
logistics. With experimentation and ac- 
tual use, utilization of the helicopter is 
surpassing original expectations. The ad- 
vent of larger types of these aircraft will 
encompass greater fields of transporta- 
tion and logistical support within the 
field army as well as at home. 

Future uses of rotary wing aircraft 
are envisioned to entail the accomplish- 
ment of such missions as the transporta- 
tion and evacuation of assault troops, 
bulk re-supply, movement of heavy wea- 
pons and equipment, and the shifting of

The 600-m.p.h. speedster’s innovations include a parabrake ’chute to slow 
the plane on landing, a raised rear seat to give the instructor better visibility and a 
closer watch on his student, speed and climb equal to many combat jets, and special 
wing devices to permit stalling, or temporary loss of flight speed, in safety, according 
to Lockheed engineers. Representing a $1,000,000 private development investment, 
the new Lockheed jet will be first demonstrated to U. S. Air Force and Navy on a 
nation-wide tour of training bases late this month. This aircraft can serve also for 
instruction in advanced navigation, gunnery, rocketry, dive-bombing and all-weather 
operations. 


Improved Jet Trainer Set For Versatile Role 


Lockheed Aircraft Corporation has de- | 


veloped a new jet pilot training plane 
which retains many of the successful fea- 
tures of the standard Air Force T-33, 
but which also incorporates many new 
ideas for advanced training. 

The all-purpose speedster, said to be 
the safest jet yet produced, resembles 
a high-tailed arrow with straight wings. 

It can fly 600 miles an hour and is 
equipped with a grandstand-like rear seat 
raised six inches so the instructor can 
better observe his student and have im- 
proved visibility when handling the plane 
himself. 


Among the innovations which the train- 
ing craft boasts are: 1) A landing-slow- | 


down parachute, 2) speed and climb equal 


to many combat jets, 3) duplicate navi- 


gational and electronic aids for both stu- 
dent and instructor, 4) full-circle visi- 
bility and 5) improved controllability 
with movable “slats” added to the front 
of the wing to permit stalls in complete 
safety. 


The plane was designed to provide all 
the versatility necessary for a training 
ship, and at the same time retain the 
recoverability and safety of low-speed 
craft. Also, engineers strove to give the 
plane easy maintenance with abundant 
access to interior spaces and location of 
equipment for easy repair, and rugged 
construction for round-the-clock flying 
with frequent changes of student crews. 

Besides basic flight indoctrination, the 
trainer can be used for instruction in 
advanced navigation, gunnery, rocketry, 
dive bombing and all-weather flight. 

The new craft, which recently com- 
pleted a two-month shakedown after 
being first unveiled 15 Dec. 1953, is sched- 
uled to begin soon a demonstration tour 
of Air Force and Navy bases, including 
Norton AFB, Calif., Scott AFB, II, 
Wright-Patterson AFB, O., Bolling AFB, 
Washington, D. C., Patuxent NAS, Md. 
Pensacola NAS, Fla., Corpus Christi NAS, 
Tex., Connolly AFB, Tex., Bryan AFB, 
Tex., and Williams AFB, Ariz.

In 1948, the Army began a program | 
which saw the establishment of warrant 


officer unit administrators. 
The program is described as a source 


of “chronic headache” for Army officials | 


because of budgetary limitations and lack 
of qualified personnel. 


The Army required about 5200 WO’s | 


in MOS 2123 (unit administrator) for 


FY ’54, but budgets and shortages of per- | 
it to operate with only | 


sonnel forced 


2200 WO’s in MOS 2123. 

Conversion of the deposed WO’s will 
be gradual and they will be permitted 4 
liberal period of time for conversion and 
transfer to other fields of interest for 
which they are qualified. Study is under 
way to make military schooling avail- 
able. 

Urging the WO’s to fill in slots in 
highly-critical MOS fields, Army person- 
nel officials list 27 categories which are 
open. Among these fields are: Guided 
Missiles, Helicopter Pilot, Weather, Rad- 
io Intelligence, Fire Control, Cryptanaly- 
sis and Vehicle Maintenance. 

WO’s now on orders for oversea ship- 
ment to administrative spots will be 
shipped to those posts.
